2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record (Brian Stucker, U.S. patent No. 7,010,727) does not teach nor 
suggest in detail "A method of transferring computer software code between a first and 
a second node in a communications network, each of said nodes comprising a SIP 
client, said method comprising the steps of: (i) storing computer software code in a SIP 
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message; (ii) sending the SIP message and computer software code from the first SIP 
client associated with the first node to the second SIP client associated with the second 
node; and (iii) executing the computer software code using the second node." 
in combination with all the elements of each independent claim as argued by Applicant in 
the reply dated (Appeal Brief ) 04/23/2008) as well as the enabling portions of Applicant's 
specification So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have 
been considered persuasive, in light of the claim limitations as well as the enabling 
portions of the specification. 

3. The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered 
allowable on the same basis as the independent claims as well as for the further 
limitations set forth.
